In  the  Census  of  1850 
Numedia  was  listed  as  in  Roaring  Creek  Twp.  in  the  newly  formed  Montour  Co.,  but  at  a  later 
date  it  was  transferred  to  Columbia  Co.  She  was  the  eldest  of  12  issue:  When  Jesse  and  Mary 
were  first  married,  they  lived  in  Bear  Gap,  but  in  1867  they  moved  to  Mt.  Carmel. 


JESSE  G.  JOHN  (121) 
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One  account  stated  that  they  had  lived  in  Oxford  at  the  time  of  the  birth  of  their  first  child, 
but  this  writer  has  never  found  anyone  from  around  that  area  to  know  where  Oxford  was.  They

He  seems  to  have 
acquired  a  large  amount  of  property,  and  according  to  George  Eyer  (#416)  he  once  owned  2 
houses  next  to  each  other  and  sold  the  one.  The  man  who  had  purchased  the  place  went  to  Jesse 
and  threatened  to  sue  Jesse  for  he  had  his  property  surveyed  and  found  that  the  house  next 
door  was  about  2  inches  on  his  land.  George  swears  that  Jesse  simply  sawed  off  some  of  the 
trimming  on  his  house  and  that  settled  the  dispute.  Jesse  never  became  a  Quaker.  His  wife  was 
an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  I  believe  that  this  is  the  church  most 
of  their  children  attended.  I  read  once  that  some  of  them  were  Quakers,  but  have  never  found 
any  proof  of  that  statement.  After  Jesse  died  Mary  was  the  Administratrix  of  his  estate.  It  seems 
that  his  properties  were  left  to  Mary,  his  wife  and  all  the  children  collectively.  Mary  went  to  live 
with  her  daughter,  Carrie  Gundry,  who  was,  by  then,  a  widow  too.  Following  a  stroke,  Mary  died 
at  5:45  A.M.  On  5  Oct.,  1915.  She  and  Jesse  are  both  buried  in  the  Mt.  Carmel  Cem.  but  should 
be  noted  here  that  they  are  in  the  old  section  and  it  seems  that  this  part  is  not  well  cared  for.  It 
is  so  hard  to  locate  any  graves  there  and  this  writer  tried  to  pay  for  perpetual  care  for  their 
graves,  but  was  refused  as  it  would  have  been  the  only  lot  in  the  entire  section  and  the  workman 
would  not  consent  to  doing  it.  Sad!

Mira,  now  using  the  name  of  Constance  B.  Willard  or  Millard,  Zoe,  wife  of  George  Rapp  of  Hong 
Kong,  China  &  Rosser  of  Chicago  to  share  &  share  alike.  She  said:  If  I  am  living  in  the  House 
of  Mrs.  C.W.  Melick  at  time  of  death  I  bequest  to  her  the  contents  of  my  room  except  the  small 
writing  desk  &  it  contents  -I  give  to  niece  now  writing  under  the  name  of  Constance  B.  Millard 
&  family  portraits  which  I  wish  destroyed.  Also  a  $100,00. 

ELLA  VIRGINIA  b.  2  Feb.,  1853.  She  never  married.  She  is  mentioned  in  her  Father’s  will 
as  follows:  Dau.  Ella  V.  who  never  left  me  &  had  been  a  main  dependent  housekeeper  since  her 
Mother’s  death,  house  &  lot  I  occupy  on  Shepard  St.,  my  personal  property  in  &  on  the  same 
house  &  6  houses  &  lots  on  Shepard  St.  &  3  houses  &  lots  on  Lawrence  St.  &  the  safe  in  the 
Carolina  Building. 
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Ella  left  her  money  divided  among  her  sisters  and  Laura’s  children.  She  left  her  dishes  & 
Theromometer  &  Barometer  to  Mrs.  Bladers  &  asked  sister  Mira  to  pick  out  something  to  give 
to  Mrs.  Melick.  In  every  family  there  are  at  least  one  or  more  individuals  who  make  one  wonder 
about  his/her  life.  Palemon  is  one  of  those.  He  was  the  founder  of  the  Bloomsburg  Rep.  Paper. 
He  became  a  doctor  Mar.,  1828.  In  Aunt  Eliza’s  Dairy  she  mentioned  brother  Elida  buying 
medical  books  for  Palemon.  Now,  Lydia  went  to  New  York  State,  but  all  the  other  issue  of  Abia 
&  Martha  who  moved  away  went  westward,  as  did  their  own  issue.  Yet  Palemon  went  south 
Why?  Some  of  us  feel  that  it  was  Elida  who  wanted  him  to  be  a  doctor;  Palemon  seemed  to  prefer 
Journalism.  And  so  rather  than  disappoint  his  Father  by  not  following  the  profession  he  had 
chosen,  Palemon  moved  far  enough  away  that  his  Father  may  not  know  just  what  he  does.

He  hired  a 
freight  car  &  loaded  his  stock  & 
belongings  &  shipped  them  to 
Mt.  Vernon,  Dak.

prairie  dirt  roads  to  the  new  home  in  Douglas  Co.  He  filed  on  a  16  acres  next  to  the  farm  of  dau.
